MISSING PERSONS SINGER 
DALE BOZZIO 


Missing Persons singer Dale Bozzio is sitting in an Ossipee, 
New Hampshire, jail after dropping her appeal of a March 
animal-cruelty conviction. 

Bozzio was originally hit with 13 animal-cruelty charges, 
which stemmed from her failed attempt to “save” feral and 
sick cats from the New Hampshire 
woods. Two cats were found dead 
and 12 were put down following an 
indeterminable period of neglect that 
came to a head while Bozzio was away 
on tour last fall. She was found guilty 
of one count. 

Last Thursday, I found Bozzio in 
a Zen-like calm as she waited in the 
Ossipee court with her lawyer and her 
husband. Known for such happy-go- 
lucky songs as “Walkin’ in LA” and 
“Destination Unknown,” the singer 
was positive that she would be just 
fine. (I've covered this strange saga for nearly a year, and when 
she saw me, Bozzio hugged me, blessed me, and told me “I re- 
spect you” before surrendering to the house of correction.) 

When Bozzio requested imposition of sentencing on Novem- 
ber 10, she was already facing the consequences of a bail viola- 
tion. According to court documents, Carroll County prosecutor 
Stephen Murray called the Los Angeles Police Department’s Ani-

It was a principled compromise. But not the sort of thing 
we can reasonably expect from the bishops. The church, for 
all its meddling in the politics of abortion and gay marriage, 
is not beholden to parliamentary reality.

had been keeping pets against court orders. 

Three days later, Bozzio admitted to LAPD officer Kim Lor- 
mans that she had two cats and two dogs in her rented Reseda, 
California, home but would not allow police inside. “Through- 
out the conversation, Bozzio appeared nervous and chattered 
nonstop,” Lormans stated in an affidavit. “Bozzio insisted a 
judge in New Hampshire gave her permission to leave the state 


and to have animals.” 


Bozzio was sentenced in May to 90 days in jail with 60 days 
deferred for two years, plus 250 hours of community service, and 
ordered to pay a $2700 euthanization bill. That sentence has now 


been imposed. 


With good behavior, Bozzio could serve as few as 20 days. But 
the financially struggling star’s troubles will unquestionably 
continue upon her release. Her Reseda landlord, Marlon Polan- 
co, tells us he will take legal action over skipped rent payments 
and at least $3600 in cat-related damage. 

Meanwhile, Bozzio has set music aside in favor of another 
unlikely passion — food. She has set up a Web site and Twitter ac- 
count for Consalvi Foods, a line of Italian gourmet products and or- 
ganic wines that she promoted in Chicago en route to New Hamp- 
shire. And, yes, they are intended for human consumption.

REVISITING THE GREATEST 
HARVARD-YALE GAME 


It takes some doing to make Harvard look 
like an underdog in anything. But Harvard 
Beats Yale, 29-29 — Kevin Rafferty’s 2008 movie 
(out now on DVD) and new book (released 
this past month) about the famous football 
rivalry — does just that. 

In the 1968 installment of 
“The Game,” the 126th play- 
ing of which will take place 
this Saturday in New Haven, 
the Elis were heavy favorites. 
Their quarterback, future 
New England Patriot Brian 
Dowling — who hadn't lost a 
game since seventh grade — 
was nicknamed “God” and is 
the inspiration for“B.D.” in 
Yalie Garry Trudeau's Doones- 
bury. Their halfback, Calvin 
Hill, would win rookie of the 
year with the Cowboys the 
next season. (Their fullback, 
meanwhile, was dating a 
Vassar co-ed named Meryl 
Streep, and their tackle 
roomed with a guy named 
George W. Bush.)

taken up in a frenzy of football excitement. It 
seemed irrelevant. But it wasn’t.” 

Certainly not this game. For the first time 
since 1909, both teams met on the last match- 
up of the season with perfect records. Yet Har- 
vard, which was manhandled 
for most of the first 59 minutes, 
looked ready to have its win 
streak snapped. 

Then something happened — 
something described by some of 
the 61 men Rafferty interviewed 
for the book and film “porten- 
tous” . . . “an out-of-body experi- 
ence”. . . “you had the sense it 
wasn’t real.” 

With Yale leading 29-13 in the 
waning moments of the contest, 
Harvard miraculously tied the 
score, via two touchdowns and 
two two-point conversions — put- 
ting 16 points on the board in the 
final 42 seconds. 

Bedlam ensued. “The excite- 
ment of that game was just 
amazing,” says Rafferty. “Tick- 
ets were selling for 500 bucks. 


The Harvard team, on the 
other hand — in addition to an 
offensive guard from Texas named Tommy Lee 
Jones — featured blue-collar scholarship guys 
from the Boston area with names like Champi 
and Hurley. Also, a 24-year-old defenseman: 

Pat Conway, who, barely six months earlier had 
been fighting the Battle of Khe Sanh with the 
Marines. In fact, the squad had members of 
ROTC and members of the anti-war Students for a 
Democratic Society playing side by side. Football 
was a unifier, for players and fans alike. 

It was against this backdrop — war, as- 
sassinations, student radicalism — that the 
game played out. “Harvard was in turmoil,” 
says Rafferty, who attended as a Harvard 
undergrad, with his father, a Yale alum, sit- 
ting on the other side of the stadium. “People 
were taking over buildings. They were get- 
ting ready to close the school down later in 
the year. It was an unusual moment to be 


Harvard Stadium was overfilled; 

there were people on the roof. The 
clock ran out while the [final two-point con- 
version] ball was in mid-air. I was sitting with 
Chris Hart, Kitty Carlisle and Moss Hart’s son. 
He said, ‘If Harvard pulls this off, I’m leaving 
the stadium naked.’ And he did. It was just 
nuts. I'll never forget.” 

Rafferty will be signing bocks at the Yale 
Bowl this Saturday with Dowling, Harvard 
captain Vic Gatto, and Trudeau. He thinks 
Harvard has the better team this year, but says 
that “anything can happen in these games.” 

But not as many people are paying atten- 
tion these days. 

“My daughter is a senior at Yale, and she ba- 
sically just goes to the tailgates. There’s 15,000 
people outside of the Yale Bowl drinking, and 
the poor football players are inside struggling 
away and nobody’s watching them.”

Someone runs into Mike Tyson in 
some godforsaken place — at a store in 
Harlem, or a hotel bar in Brooklyn, ora 
parking lot Greenwich Village and 
then ends up on TV for the next week, 
boasting Elmer Fudd-size welts on his or 
her head and recalling the surprisingly 
painful beating he or she just took.

But things seldom happen chance not 
when there’s an important election race going 
on. The Kennedy School forum was, in fact, 
just an excuse to bring Pelosi to Massachusetts 
during the Senate campaign of her trusted 
lieutenant, Congressman Michael Capuano 
(as those involved with his campaign admit). 
Pelosi was going to endorse Capuano anyway, 
but it brought the Capuano campaign a lot 
more attention the form press confer- 
ence in the Omni Parker House than it would 
have as just another Beltway announcement. 

The congressman’s campaign insiders 
also acknowledge that the gender of that 
prominent pol flying in for a news-grabbing 
endorsement was not happenstance, either. 

The Capuano campaign making 
determined effort to convince female vot- 
ers that, in the Democratic primary, they 
needn't feel obligated to vote for Attorney 

General Martha Coakley — who would 
be the first female US Senator ever 

elected in Massachusetts. The 
* Pelosi endorsement was, in 

. part, a message to those 
women that, if such a 
high-profile female 
supporting one 
Coakley’s opponents, 

can you. 

Pelosi was hardly 

the first example, 
and won't be the last. 
Earlier last week, 
Capuano held a large 
rally at the Copley Park 
Plaza, which featured 
a surprise (read: attempt 
generate news cover- 
~~, age) endorsement by Kitty 

We Dukakis, the former first 

lady of the commonwealth. 

And when the cam- 
paign needs to provide a 
surrogate for the candidate, 
it invariably sends a woman: 
times, it’s been talk-show 
host (and former state 


Early last week, Harvard’s Kennedy 


representative) Marjorie Clapprood, and 
recently, defending Capuano on NECN’s 
Broadside, it was former state senator Lois 
Pines. 

All of this is quite deliberate — one advi- 
sor the campaign even says that was 
coincidence that Pelosi’s press conference was 
held in a room named for a woman (Louisa 
May Alcott). 

But Capuano is stopping well short of mak- 
ing the gender play explicit. Neither Pelosi nor 
Dukakis mentioned gender in their endorse- 
ments, and the campaign has decided not to 
hold a “women for Capuano” group-endorse- 
ment event. 

He will, instead, put women out front and 
hope that their gender speaks for itself. So 
expect to see plenty of Capuano endorsers, 
such state representatives Marie St. Fleur 
and Kathi-Anne Reinstein, and State Senator 
Gale Candaras, at campaign events and on TV. 
Just call him LL Cool Mike. 


FOLLOW THE MONEY 

When it comes to the national news cycle, the 
four Democratic candidates are often at the 
whims of another female figure: Lady Luck. 

If the media is suddenly focused on, say, Af- 
ghanistan — as it was last week, after Presi- 
dent Barack Obama delayed his plans to send 
more troops to that Central Asian nation — the 
candidates have to be ready for it. 

Or, at least be prepared to spend a lot of 
money to change the topic. 

Steve Pagliuca, for one, would prefer that 
the campaigns focus issues feels are 
his strengths and he’s got the deep pock- 
ets to make sure that happens. That’s why 
he’s now pounding the airwaves with ads 
about job creation. 

In fact, Pagliuca started airing this new- 
jobs thrust in heavy rotation just hours after a 
major political malapropism. 

That misstep occurred during 
debate last Thursday morning featur- 
ing all four Democratic-primary candidates. 
The news Afghanistan prompted ques- 
tion about the possibility of a military draft. 
In response, Pagliuca appeared to call fora 
draft — a position that he quickly walked 
back later that day, saying that he had mis- 
understood the question. 

His seemingly endless well of money gives 
Pagliuca an edge, both in setting the agenda 
and in responding to it. When something does 
happen in the news, Pagliuca can immedi- 
ately take advantage, if he wants to, through 
advertising — as he did by launching a radio 
ad on health care after the House vote. (It 
seems to be working. This erstwhile fourth- 
place candidate has, in some polls, moved up 
to second place, ahead of Capuano.) 

The other candidates have to seek out 
media attention. That’s why Alan Khazei 
arranged press conference the start 


this week in hopes of getting coverage of his 
Afghanistan proposal. (Foreign policy is clear- 
ly not one of Pagliuca’s strengths.) 

“The challenge making sure that vot- 
ers understand your position” whatever 
is dominating the news, says Alex Zaroulis, 
spokesperson for the Coakley campaign, tak- 
ing a swipe at Pagliuca. “When a campaign 
has unlimited resources, it makes getting your 
message out that much easier. Our campaign 
doesn’t have unlimited resources.” 

It also helps to get lucky, as Capuano found 
out last week. His campaign had decided 
to begin airing a new ad about the war in 
Afghanistan, in which Capuano declares 
that too many questions remain to sup- 
port an increase in troops to that war zone. 
By pure chance, they made the ad buy to 
begin Wednesday morning, mere hours after 
Obama ’s actions put the topic — and doubts 
about the troop build-up — right into the 
media spotlight. 


BOLD MOVES 


The single biggest news event affecting the 
campaign to fill Ted Kennedy’s seat is a non- 
event: the Washington Democrats’ inability 
pass the health-care reform so near to Kenne- 
dy’s heart this summer as planned. 

Their struggle muscle through has 
kept the bill’s progress front-and-center 
in the media, and thus in the Senate cam- 
paign — even though there are really very few 
policy differences among the Democrats on 
the issue. It has crowded out talk of jobs and 
the.economy. Says Coakley’s Zaroulis: “Health 
care has taken lot the oxygen here.” 

Some campaign advisors say they expected 
financial-regulation reform to be a major issue 
in the race — one of the campaign’s first pub- 
lic battles, in fact, saw Coakley and Pagliuca 
criticizing each others’ proposals on that 
front. But last week’s major development — 
Chris Dodd, chair of the Banking Committee, 
released the Senate version of the legislation — 
went largely unnoticed. 

To get media attention, the office-holding 
candidates can take advantage their incum- 
bent positions. 

Capuano used his congressional office 
on Monday, for example, sending a letter to 
Obama asking him to divert the remaining 
$210 billion of TARP funds — intended for 
propping up the financial industry — to job- 
creation stimulus. 

Officially, that letter — and the press 
release announcing had nothing 
with the Senate campaign. But of course, it 
had everything to do with the campaign. 

Coakley has used the AG office to simi- 
lar effect; last week she sent a letter — as 
AG — to the US Senate in support of the 
Employment Non-Discrimination Act, which 
would expand workplace protections for gay 
and transgendered employees. A press release 
about that letter — again, from the AC office, 
not the campaign — happened to mention 
several other things Coakley has done on 
behalf of the LGBT community. 

All of that happened, by chance, as 
MassEquality — the state’s biggest LGBT advo- 
cacy organization — was mulling its endorse- 
ment options. On Monday, MassEquality 
announced its decision to endorse Coakley. ©

one Pilgrim wrote in his log book, “a man 
could almost walk across Cape Cod Bay 
upon their backs.” It wasn’t too long ago, 
either, that Atlantic cod teemed thick 
in Boston Harbor one could simply toss a 
net into the water and pull up a writhing, 
silvery haul. 

Today, there are barely 400 North 
Atlantic right whales left on the planet. 
Ocean scientists say that Atlantic cod has 
been fished down to the last 10 percent of 
its population, and that those stocks may 
never restored. Much that degrada- 
tion has taken place in only 50 years or so, 
since the advent of mechanized fishing. 

But it’s not just ruthless whaling and 
foolhardy fishing practices that are plagu- 
ing the world’s oceans. Underwater, things 
are bad all over from the acidifying 
Atlantic the Pacific Garbage Patch. 
perfect storm climate change, pollu- 
tion, and rapacious global fishing prac- 
tices has the potential gravely imperil 
Earth’s oceans and their intricate, highly 
sensitive ecosystems.

the author, leader of the Sea Around 
Us Project at the University of British 
Columbia, reports that, in just the past 
half century, humans have “reduced the 
populations of large commercial fish . . . 
consequently, that “eating a tuna roll at a 
shi restaurant should be considered no 
environmentally benign than driv- 
{ummier or harpooning a manatee.” 
‘he recent documentary End of the Line, 
meanwhile, delivers an alarming ultima- 
tum: change the way fish the seas 
will be barren of seafood by 2048 — their 
empty waters patrolled only by the ghostly 
forms jellyfish. 

That dire vision has been vehemently 
disputed. But there’s little doubt that the 
seas have seen better days. What to do about 
it, however — especially in New England, 
the economy and culture which have 
for centuries been inextricably tied the 
water — is a complex and contentious 
issue. Different fisheries have different 
needs, prognoses, and environmental and 
economic prerogatives that must

extremists and pragmatists both sides. 

In the meantime, these issues are 
playing out the midst severe 
recession, which has raised tensions 
in the fishing community. Earlier this 
summer, a lobsterman was charged 
with elevated aggravated assault after 
shooting man the neck follow- 
ing territorial dispute the remote 
Maine island of Matinicus. This past 
month, couple hundred fishermen 
gathered in front of the National Marine 
Fisheries Service Gloucester protest 
planned revision regulatory rules; 
one worried angler held aloft effigy 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) head Jane 
Lubchenco lynching fisherman. 

Against this backdrop of environmental 
doomsaying and economic calamity, the 
Obama administration trying wade 
its way through not just tricky fisheries- 
Management concerns, but every other 
issue affecting America’s waters off- 
shore wind energy and oil exploration, 
tidal power, shipping lanes, coastal ero- 
sion, aquaculture — as it works to enact 
a comprehensive new ecosystem-based 
Ocean Policy Task Force. 

the international front, the hugely 
anticipated United Nations Climate 
Change Conference in Copenhagen next 
month — even as pessimistic officials seek 
tamp down expectations any binding 
treaty — will make ocean protection a key 
component discussions. There’s also the 
question whether the United States will 
finally sign on to the long-standing United 
Nations Convention on the Law of the Sea, 
which would commit international 
standards for stewarding the ocean’s natural 

But with many other big issues com- 
peting for people’s attention, where does 
the ocean rank the political hierarchy? 
And is it too late to hone sensible, science- 
based policies that will balance environmen- 
tal and economic concerns preserve these 
vast waters for generations to come? Or will 
we have killed the oceans by then? 


LIONS AND TIGERS THE SEA 
Skerry, Uxbridge native who shoots pri- 
marily for National Geographic, doesn’t enjoy 
being the bearer bad news. Still, there’s 
getting around it: “I’ve seen lot 
degradation the ocean over 32-year 
diving career.” 

Things are worse now, says, than 
he’s ever seen them. Just couple weeks 
ago, for instance, Skerry returned from 
assignment Mexico. “The reefs were 
anemic. They were highly overfished. They 
consisted lot dead coral, from warm- 
ing and bleaching. also sustained 
heavy hurricane damage” frequent 
and severe hurricanes being harbingers 
climate change because they’re 
stressed already, they don’t have the ability 
to be resilient and rebound.” 

New England isn’t doing too well, 
either, he says. “I remember in the late 
70s and early ’8os, I'd dive off of Rockport 
or Gloucester and ... see these huge 
schools herring and pollock. You don’t 
see that today. You just don’t see it.” 

Skerry recognizes the Herculean efforts 
being made by the American fishing 
industry to comport with this country’s 
stringent stock-rebuilding rules. But he’s 
dismayed by some of the excessive and 
destructive fishing practices he’s seen 
across the world. Among the worst, 
notes, are those for catching shrimp. 

“You take net, and you scrape along 
the bottom catch shrimp. the pro- 
cess, everything else — all the little stuff 
that lives the bottom, the sponges and 
the coral and all the habitat for baby ani-

mals — you wipe all that out. To catch one 
pound shrimp, might kill pounds 

other animals that get thrown back into 
the sea [dead] as by-catch. 

“If we did that on land — to catch a sin- 
gle deer you through the forest and kill 
all the raccoons and squirrels and skunks 
and everything that lives there people 
would outraged. Yet you can the 
ocean and nobody cares.” 

The issue, says Skerry, “that people 
have never really wrapped their heads 
around, that seafood wildlife. There are 
animals like giant bluefin tuna that used 
very plentiful here New England. 
These are animals that have terrestrial 
counterpart: they continue to grow their 
entire life. weren’t good catch- 
ing them, there would be 30-year-old blue- 
fin that weigh ton.” 

Instead, “we’re way too good at catch- 
ing them. their stocks have plummeted 
over 90 percent [globally] in just the last 30 
years. They’re the verge extinction. 
These are animals that cavemen painted 
on their walls, that Plato wrote about, 
wondering about their travels through 
the Earth’s oceans. Yet we’re wiping them 
out. We would never be allowed to kill all 
the lions and tigers and grizzly bears.” 


GLOBALLY, LOCALLY 

Bluefin are in trouble all over the world, 
most notably in the European Union, 

but here in the northwestern Atlantic, 
too, where the Culf of Maine bluefin has 
declined markedly in both quantity and 
condition. Luckily, there are a few success 
stories offset those losses. 

Often called “New England’s own 
ocean,” the Gulf of Maine is “widely 
regarded being one the most 
productive marine ecosystems the 
world,” says John Annala, chief scien- 
tific officer Portland’s Maine 
Research Institute (GMRI). “Because of 
the currents, the freshwater runoff, and 
relatively high nutrient loading, because 
the contrast in the water temperature is so 
great between winter and summer, then 
get these really good phytoplankton 
blooms the spring and the autumn that 


drive the productivity.” 

fleets started taking full 
advantage that fecundity the mid- 
20th century, with advanced automated 
trawlers, radar, sonar, and GPS fish find- 
ers.

Meanwhile, says Annala, Gulf of Maine 
cod stock is “on the road to recovery,” yet 
still not scheduled to be rebuilt until 2015 
or so, 10 years ahead of when cod stocks in 
Georges Bank (the undersea shelf running 
from Cape Cod Nova Scotia) are hoped 
Teach sustainable levels.

shore, to deeper waters,” he writes. “And, 
finally, the larger fish began disap- 
pear, boats began to catch fish that were 
smaller and uglier — fish never before 
considered fit for human consumption. 
Many were renamed so that they could 
be marketed: the suspicious 
slimehead became the deli- 
cious orange roughy, while 
the worrisome Patagonian 
toothfish became the whole- 
some Chilean seabass.” 

(A recent Mother Jones arti- 
cle had a particularly piquant 
description run-in with 
another of those renamed 
species: one couple dined 
upon “escolar” actually 
type bottom-feeding snake 
mackerel — and not long 
after their meal found them- 
selves frantically googling 
“anal seepage.”) 

Pauly singles out these 
huge fishing fleets, from 
“vertically integrated 
conglomerates, such as 
Taiyo or the better-known 
Mitsubishi” in Japan, as the 
prime culprits the decima- 
tion of the world’s fish populations. 

But, says Bob Vanasse, executive direc- 
tor of the Project to Save Seafood and 
Ocean Resources, if the oceans are indeed 
plied “floating with under- 
paid workers who use technology that was 
developed fight wars, high technol- 
ogy that deployed war-like fashion 
against fish” (as Pauly described commer- 
cial boats to NPR’s Terry Gross), “I don’t 
think they’re in New Bedford.” 

While there are corporate-owned ves- 
sels operating the Maine and 
Georges Bank especially out southern 
New England — Annala says the region’s 
fleet comprised primarily “very small 
companies that might own one two 
boats, where the owner is either an active 
fisherman ex-fisherman.”

Whitehouse is one of the 
rare politicians who knows 
the meaning of the word 
“pelagic.”

And unlike 
most of his colleagues, 
Whitehouse speaks from 
ence. He’s long- 

time diver, and his wife is 
a marine scientist. That's 
afforded him a first-hand look at some wor- 
risome changes the region’s waters. 

“Not too long ago,” he explains, “my wife 
and I were diving in Narragansett Bay for her 
experiments winter flounder.” (Winter 
flounder was long the dominant fishery 
there, but in recent decades the waters have 
gotten warmer.) “I think it’s four degrees 
warmer, mean winter temperature, than 
it was 20 or 30 years ago, and the result has 
been that the winter flounder population has 
crashed. Now fishermen are catching more 
scup than winter flounder, which less 
desirable and less remunerative harvest for 
them. So they’re seeing a very different bay 
than their fathers did.” 

Another potential disaster — “one of the 
biggest problems that’s not yet other 
people's radar,” says Skerry — is ocean acidi- 
fication. That’s when excess carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere, soaked up by the 


ocean, leads to a decrease in the water’s pH 
level, stripping the sea carbonate ions, 
which are crucial for calcification. 

The result, says Skerry, is that it “wipes 
out things like coral reefs — anything 
with a calcium structure, including shell- 
fish and these little mollusks that are con- 
sumed by a lot of other animals.” 

“If you wipe them out, the whole floor 
the oceanic food chain collapses,” says 
Whitehouse. “And we don’t know what hap- 
pens after that.” 

Nor do we want to. “The idea of ocean 
acidification is fairly new and the science 
fairly young,” says Annala. “Certainly, 
it’s affecting warm-water areas much more 
quickly than cold-water areas, like the Culf 
Maine. But its impact areas coral 
reef could quite staggering.” 

Could he ever see it adversely affecting local 
ctustaceans, like lobsters and mussels — and 
potentially impacting the shellfish- 
aquaculture industry? think it’s medium- 
long-term issue that bears investigation.” 

Meanwhile, Annala is noticing other 
changes. “The Gulf of Maine receives a lot of 
water from the Labrador Current system,” 
says, “and depending the strength 
the Culf Stream, varying amounts this 
colder Labrador Current water entrained 
into the gulf. That’s becoming fresher and 
cooler the ice cap melts.” 

Rothschild says that that “puddle 
fresh water” floating atop the briny Atlantic 
“prevents the typical overturn nutrients 
going up and down and recycling to make 
phytoplankton and zooplankton. this 
recurring phenomena, it’s going to change 
the productivity the northwest 
ways that we don’t know yet.”

“I think most everyone will tell you that.” 

Despite all this layered complexity, and 
the hard realities of climate change and 
overfishing, Rothschild says he’s “optimis- 
tic” that a way forward can be found that 
strikes a sustainable balance between envi- 
ronmental and economic necessities. 

Part of what’s needed, he says, is a 
better grasp climate change, and more 
finely tuned science “to help understand 
why stocks and down, either con- 
nection with fishing, which they some- 
times, and independent fishing, which 
they sometimes.”

HYPOCRISY AND SQUELCHING FREE SPEECH

Last week’s bizarre back-and-forth 
regarding former militant activist Ray 
Luc Levasseur’s speaking appearance 
was just the latest First Amendment 
dustup the western Massachusetts 
campus. The school’s fifth annual 
Colloquium on Social Change, which 
specifically addressed the 2oth anni- 
versary of Levasseur’s historic sedition 
trial, was to have featured Levasseur, 
members of the jury who acquitted 
him, and academics. The event went 
ahead last Thursday, but with one 
notable absence: Levasseur. (His ex- 
wife, Pat, also a ’70s activist, spoke in 
his stead.) 

No matter the last-minute line-up 
change; was perhaps inevitable that 
the events preceding the lecture would 
end overshadowing it. Levasseur’s 
invitation, extended months in advance 
by the UMass Amherst Libraries, was 
withdrawn the library group 
November 5 — after Governor Deval 
Patrick’s office told school officials that 
reneging the invite “was the right 
thing to do.” Four days later, a group 
of faculty re-invited the controversial 
speaker the name academic free- 
dom. Administrators squirmed, but 
recognized that, because UMass is a 
public university — and hence covered by 
both the federal First Amendment, and

Then, the day before the event, the 
US Parole Commission, in an unusual 
move surely aimed at keeping Levasseur 
from showing up, ordered the parolee 
not to leave his home state of Maine.

But 
the expressed philosophy and initial 
actions by UMass administrators who 
sought to censor the divisive speaker 
remain perhaps the most shameful 
display campus cowardice recent 
memory. 

To be sure, UMass is not alone in 
backing down amid controversy. Similar 
rescinded invitations were witnessed earli- 
this year Boston College, with former 
militant activist William Ayers, and Clark 
University, with controversial Holocaust 
scholar Norman Finkelstein. But those Bay 
State institutions are private; though they 
are morally and ethically bound to respect 
academic freedom, the argument that 
they are legally required to do so, based on 
state contract law, is much weaker.

Inevitably, 
however, as always happens in stories of 
this kind, inspiring teacher will draw 
Precious out of her private hell and into 
fulfilling her potential. 

That teacher has the unfortunate 
name Blue Rain, and though played 
earnestly by Paula Patton, she doesn’t 
progress much beyond well-intended 
stereotype, and she can’t begin to com- 
pete with Mo’Nique’s scene-stealing 
performance as the most depraved and 
wicked movie mother since Mommie Dear- 
est.

souls she encounters as she rises from 
feral victimization to self-actualization. 


Not just bland Blue but the other students 
her special class, tough cookies with 
hard-luck tales of their own. Lenny Kravitz 


puts in a touching cameo as an easy-going, 
kind-hearted male nurse. The film’s most 
revelatory role, however, might be the 
crusty social worker played by an unlikely 
but outstanding Mariah Carey. She has 

the privilege confronting mom with her 
crimes, but those looking for vengeance 
and vindication are apt to be disappointed, 
since the arch victimizer proves

RECKLESS, THE SALT GIRL, AND THE OVERWHELMING

Even the sweetest life can shatter 
instant, sending you through the look- 
ing glass like Alice. For the euphoric heroine 
of Craig Lucas’s 1988 fable of holiday festiv- 
ity and arbitrary mayhem, Reckless (being 
revived by SpeakEasy Stage Company at the 
Calderwood Pavilion through December 12), 
the moment of reckoning comes when her 
husband tearfully confesses, on Christmas 
Eve, that he has taken out a contract on her 
life. “Although love you, you will have 
leap;/Our dream safety has disappear,” 
Teads the quote from Auden on the frontis- 
piece of the printed play. And leap Rachel 
must Scott Edmiston’s affecting and 
extravagant production from gauzy-white- 
bedroom window into red-and-green- 
trimmed, topsy-turvy defined upside- 
down Christmas trees, twinkling galaxy 
ornaments, and a soundtrack that includes 
“Mambo Santa Mambo” and “White Christ- 
mas” twanged on banjo. 

Like fellow fairy tale Prelude to a Kiss, Reck-

Trouble is, when Jack arrives, towing 
cartload posturing enthusiasm along 
with his African-American second wife and 
disaffected teenage son from the first mar- 
riage, his old friend has disappeared with- 
out trace, and everyone from cocktail-party 
diplomats to the police thinks Jack ought to 
keep his nose out of it. Meanwhile, ethnic 
hostility between the recently ascendant 
Hutu and the Uganda-backed Tutsi is perco- 
lating like the gross natural product Star- 
bucks, and unheard strains of “Something’s 
Coming” are in the air. 

Rogers manages historically and politi- 
cally informative drama that augments its 
condemnation of American apathy and self- 
interest with some credible cloak-and-dag- 
ger and a regular polyglot of international 
cynicism. If the play lacks the imaginative 
heart of, say, Tony Kushner’s Homebody/Ka- 
bul, supplies human heart via the well- 
meaning Americans abroad whose already 
fragile ties are tested by unfamiliar strains 
and Kafka-esque circumstance. And the 
teen’s blundering, if not that of his insuffi- 
ciently cautious elders, is at least credible. 

Moreover, Shawn LaCount’s production, 
cast almost entirely with non-Equity ac- 
tors, is buyable, from accents to emotions. 
Among the effective players are John Ade- 
koje as a voluble Rwandan minister who

To judge from the titles of some of his 
recent novels — The Book of Illusions, Oracle 
Night, Man the Dark, and now Invisible 
Paul Auster’s fiction is receding, Samuel 
Beckett style, into non-existence. His 
books have always been stories about 
telling stories, but of late the stories 
themselves have been winding down and 
evaporating midway trailing off the 
solitary yarn spinning that’s interrupted 
by the tales of real life in Man in the Dark be- 
ing only more egregious example. 

In Invisible, however, Auster takes a dif- 
ferent route toward deconstructing his 
craft. Instead subverting single narra- 
tor, he bundles three together, with one of 
them writing by turns in the first, second, 
and third person, provide kind one- 
man Rashomon of unreliable memory and 
inscrutable fate. Perhaps this complication 
distancing effect, attempt buf- 
fer the writer and reader from inescapable 
truths that would otherwise be too awful 
bear. And indeed, the central narrative 
includes shocking violence, the breaking 
primal taboo, ruthless vengeance, and 
insidious evil. 

That last is embodied in 
Rudolf Born, an arrogant, 
seductive, sadistic Con- 
radian figure (or Dante- 
esque Auster himself 
points out Rudolf’s re- 
lationship to Bertran de 
Born in Canto 28 of Inferno) 
with shady connections to 
the French secret service 
and the debacles of Alge- 
ria and Indochina. Adam 
Walker, whose memoir 
this is, meets Born and 
his enigmatic paramour, 
Margot, at a boring party 
in 1967. A Columbia un- 
dergraduate, Walker 
draft get him first. 
Born dazzles him with his 
worldliness and out the 
blue offers him big bucks 
start literary maga- 
zine. The allure Margot 
sweetens the deal. 

This, anyway, is the 
story Walker mails to his 
classmate Jim, success- 
ful author with whom 
been touch since 
college.

haps, but the author observes about the

And so the manuscript continues, the 
narrative diminishing to bare minimal- 
ism Walker’s time runs out. Reading 
it, Jim notes, “Walker is vanishing from 
the world, can feel the life ebbing out 
of his body, and yet he forges on as best 
he can, sitting down at his computer one 
last time ee bring the story to an end.” 

Which, needless say, never hap- 
pens. Fict tion seems losing game, 
desperate ploy to delay or deny the end 
of the tale. Or maybe not. Walker recalls 
a scene in Carl Dreyer’s Ordet in which a 
dead person rises again. It moves him to 
tears, and reflect, the one hand, 
“that was just a story, a make-believe 
story in a make-believe world, and this 
is not that world, and there will be no 
miraculous resurrections.” And, on the 
other, “What cannot happen has hap- 


pened, and you are stunned by what you 
have witnessed.” Despite his assaults 
against it, Auster’s faith in his art holds 
firm: you will know the fiction, and the 
fiction will set you free.

That said, this was a riveting evening of music. It 
was fleshed out with faculty ringers, true, but I’d be 
eager to hear any of these students play again — or 
any these pieces. The concert began with the film’s 
opening scene: Steiger, bespectacled, lumpy, and 
dour, closing shop with assistant. Then, lights 
down, violinist Mia Friedman and cellist Ari Friedman 
elaborated on the minor-keyed Yom Kippur lament 
“Kol Nidre,” their overlapping phrases a continuous 
line sighs and effusions. Following spoken intro- 
duction, Ken Schaphorst led a big band in his arrange- 
ment of the Quincy Jones jazz theme over the daylight 
title sequence of Nazerman driving through Harlem. 

Despite the few glitches (or miscalculations), the mu- 
sical sequences were exquisitely timed, shifting subtly 
with the dramatic beats on the screen, stopping cold at 
blackouts. When Nazer- 
man berated a mentally 
ill regular “customer” 
(Juano Hernandez), 
Aaron Gelb’s high, fanci- 
ful bass clarinet notes 
floated out of the man’s 
mouth. Anthony Cole- 
man played a tinkling 
“prepared” piano solo 
of Yiddish songwriter 
Mordechai Gebirtig’s 
ghetto song “S’Brent” 
(“It’s Burning”) to the 
complaints of a bedrid- 
den old man. And vari- 
ous ensembles offered 
variations on Nazerman’s 
remembered scene — a 
pastoral with his fam- 
ily on the day the Nazis 
arrive. Versions of post- 
bop composer Herbie 
Nichols’s “House Party 
Starting” recurred — as 
sextet, with forthright wordless vocals by Sara Jarosz, 
and in a second-act duet between flutist Amir Milstein 
and percussionist Jerry Leake. 

The strength of these pieces in concert was indica- 
tive of rigorous preparation. Violinists Sandy Cam- 
eron and Wayne Shen with pianist Amie Chen played 
the pastoral-memory scene (as “Memories Under the 
Trees”) with a mixture of lyricism and impression- 
istic harmonies — was it Debussy? Ravel? (It was, in 
fact, Shen told me in an e-mail, a mostly improvised 
piece based the Jones score, with allusions Bach 
and the Berg violin concerto.) But this was not pas- 
tiche Chen’s closing solo, with its swooping lines 
and dramatic dynamic shifts, was the bravura finale 
integrated whole. vocal/trombone duet not listed 
in the program was drawn from Shostakovich. 

Given all the superlative performances the long 
list of standouts included James Merenda’s alto-sax so- 
lo, Hankus Netsky’s NEC Jewish Music Ensemble, Eleni 
Odoni singing Haitian composer Frantz Casseus’s “Mer- 
bon Dieu” hardly mattered that Blake himself 
did not perform. He, director Aaron Hartley, and the 
NEC crew gave the sort one-of-a-kind experience 
that few arts organizations outside school have the 
pull off. free concert, less. Yes, the 
show was exasperating times, but also indelible.

Argentine singer/composer Sofia Rei Koutsovitis 

part long line South and Central Ameri- 
can musicians who have enriched the Boston music 
scene with pan-American style that fuses varied folk- 
loric traditions with American jazz. Koutsovitis was at 
the Regattabar November visiting from New 
York, where she’s lived since 2005, after getting a mas- 
ter’s at NEC — celebrating the release of Sube Azul (World 
Village/Harmonia Mundi). 

This more focused disc than her impressive, 
broad-ranging debut, 2006’s self-released Ojala, with 
its extended arrangements. Here she mostly sticks with 
folk-song forms and dance rhythms relatively spare 
setting, but with plenty room for solo improvisation 
and the occasional cello, saxophone, or trombone. But 
her voice — dark, athletic, with a mournful catch — is 
the center attention. the Regattabar, her band 
sported all-star cast York players: pia- 
nist Leo Genovese, bassist Jorge Roeder key partner 
producing the new album), percussionists Jorge Pérez- 


Albela and Tupac Mantilla, and guitarist Eric Kurimski. 

If Ojala was defined by voice and horns, Sube Azul 
and the Regattabar show were defined by percussion 
and voice. Instead of standard trap sets, Pérez-Albela 
and Mantilla played modified sets of frame drums and 
various traditional instruments like the caj6én, or box 
drum, and they played with brushes, soft mallets, or 
their hands rather than sticks. “I wanted to avoid the 
usual drum sets,” Koutsovitis told me after the show. 
“Too much metal for me — I wanted to hear more wood 
and skin.” So despite all those drums, there was dy- 
namic and textural variety, and when the drummers’ 
complementary patterns locked in as one with Roeder 
and Kurimski, the entire band seemed raised on a pock- 
et of air. 

The album’s first tune was also the show’s: “Co- 
plera,” named for female street singers Argentina 
who accompany themselves with drum. Koutsovitis 


played fur-skinned bombo with mallet, singing deep 
tones with delay effect while Genovese harmonized 
melodica and Roeder joined in on bowed bass. It was a 
dreamy modern gloss on an old tradition. 

Koutsovitis’s savvy arrangements of originals and 
covers kept juggling instrumentation and modulated 
dynamics — soft, rubato introductions segueing into 
rollicking 6/8 dance themes. There were spellbinding 
duets with Roeder and Genovese, call-and-response vo- 
cals with the band, and two-beat audience clap-alongs. 
And always those rhythms from Argentine zamba 
(not Brazilian sambs, she was quick to point out) to 
Peruvian lando Argentine chacarera, which she 
accompanied herself with the tiny 10-string charanga. 
She explained the Spanish lyrics of loss, hardship, and 
celebration, but the music didn’t need much in the way

THE MINIMAL MAXIMALISM FUCK BUTTONS

When asked describe their own mu- 
sic, most bands get it horribly wrong. 
UK electro-noisesters Fuck Buttons, however, 
are not most bands. Their MySpace tagline 
gets more done in four words than I will ac- 
complish in 600 or so, not-so-neatly encap- 
sulating everything you need to know about 
their largely wordless music: “Sounds like: 
the universe.” 

I might add “expanding” to “universe” 
there. With the release of their new Tarot 
Sport (ATP), Bristol FBers Andy Hung and Ben 
Power have taken their roaring, scree-laden 
spacecraft and charted course for the heart 
the sun, creating what perhaps the most 
epic album of 2009. 

And arguably the most dance-tastic as 
well, since it finds Hung and Power trading 
in the inarticulate distorto-howls that splat- 
tered all over their debut, 2007's Street Horrrs- 
ing, for a far more shimmering and percus- 
sive brand of drone rock. And though I did 
just call it “dance-tastic,” don’t go cracking 
those glowsticks just yet: Tarot Sport’s surges 
and rhythms make clear the duo’s penchant 
for letting the music take over and consume 
all — as any great dance music does. It’s just 
lacking all the signifiers that would allow 
the songs seen mere utility for 
shaking it. On the powerful “Olympians” 
(which kicks in with an organ-heavy sturm 
that sounds like the climax of the introduc- 
tion to Also sprach Zarathustra seizing into in- 
finity) and “Flight the Feathered Serpent” 
(with its galloping polyrhythms like a Van- 
gelis theme having an anxiety attack), Fuck 
Buttons are more interested building 
than breaking down. 

“We wouldn't describe this as a dance 
record,” contends Power when I broach the 
topic.

t. “We just literally jammed out on these 
mocatlse ors we had until we’d stumble across 
a sound that we liked, or some kind of ma- 
nipulation that done before, and 
then use that start constructing this 
dense thing into song.” 

This process of deconstruction and re- 
construction has resulted in a batch of songs 
that, underneath all the noise, disclose a 
revelatory beauty and pack surprising 
emotional wallop. 

not particularly sad people,” 
says Power, “but we are interested in emo- 
tional projection within our music.” It’s 
easy to take beats and synths for granted, 
and even easier to doubt the emotional 
content of noise, but Fuck Buttons use 
minimalist tools to create music even 
larger than rock’s grandest gestures — and 
the effect can be overwhelming. And you 
wouldn’t know from listening to it, but 
part its power comes from the fact that 
they’re holding back. 

“It's quite easy to just overdo it,” Power 
acknowledges. “We have so many signal 
processors that could easily overload 
everything, but we’re very interested in 
minimal music as well. We just want the 
songs emerge thick and full and perfect 
wherever that takes us.” ©

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HOW FIVE GUYS GARAGE PUT TOGETHER 
BIGGEST LITTLE SNOWBOARD BRAND

Deep Brighton garage, five guys are dreaming winter. Leaves, not snow, 

cover the ground, and the only slope sight the gradual incline the long 

driveway back their concrete bunker. But unheated and windowless 
double-bay space, tucked behind old house quiet residential neighborhood, five 


entrepreneurs are designing and manufacturing their own brand East Coast-centric 
snowboards, and readying that dream take flight. 


Available commercially, for the second 
year, on a limited basis, Bean Snowboards 
are the result of a collaboration of friends: 
three engineers, one designer, and a 
snowboard-marketing pro who saw 
opportunity. 

“We were avid snowboarders and it 
was something we all really loved,” says 
Michael McCraw, one of three Northeastern 
University-trained mechanical engineers. 
“And to make snowboards you really just 
need engineers and artists, and we hap- 
pened have that combination living 
our apartment, so it made sense.” 

McCraw, Collin Murray, Brian Callan 
(the engineering classmates), Scott 
Petrichko (the designer), and Patrick 


Leary first came together 2006. All the 
were working different 
fields (Leary managed the now defunct 
Underground Snowboards). But something 
was missing. “Medical devices are essen- 
tial and righteous and all that good stuff,” 
says Murray of his day job. “But I wanted 
work something that the end prod- 
uct was fun and felt passionate about.” 
Plus, notes Murray, the local snow- 
board culture needed something home- 
grown. “If you look out west there are a lot 
more little brands and things for people 
choose from, and it definitely drives the 
culture,” says Murray, citing such bou- 
tique brands as California’s Humanity and 
Signal snowboards. “On the East Coast 


there really aren’t too many little brands 
that people can identify with.” 

His buddies agreed, and the plan- 
ning began. 

“There was a ton we had to learn,” 
says Murray, who, along with his Bean 
cohorts, read books about the physics of 
ski and board equipment, and surfed sites 
like skibuilders.com and grafsnowboards. 
com. “There’s lot information 
the Internet about how make skis and 
snowboards, [and] get you most 
the way there. but there are lot 
gaps to fill in.” * 

Those gaps, he explains, were filled in 
“by trial and error,” not the least of which 
was working on the snow. (“We all make it 


Lay 


out at least 30 days a season,” says Murray.) 
“The plastics part was little more science- 
y,” he says. “Most of a snowboard is poly- 
ethylene, and that stuff is notorious for not 
wanting to glue to anything. So our first 
board . . . had a lot of bonding problems. 
We learned quickly that there are very spe- 
cific things you have get this stuff 
to glue together. It includes really consis- 
tent abrasion, and hitting it with a flame 
at just the right temperature and speed to 
prepare the surface.” 

The first board was made in the friends’ 
basement apartment, using vacuum technol- 
ogy “ripped out old fridge.” “Basically, 
you slide all the board materials into huge 
bag and pull vacuum it,” says Murray. 
“It worked, but she was a heavy beast since 
there was not enough pressure squeeze out 
all the epoxy.” 

Those initial Bean attempts went 
friends and fellow riders, getting their try- 
outs in the real world — and coming back 
broken and shredded examined and 
redesigned, again and again. 


WORK PROGRESS 
Basically, snowboard like sandwich, 
the Bean boys tell me on a recent frosty 
night they walk through their process 
(since much improved). Layers polyeth- 
ylene surround layers triaxial fiberglass, 
which turn surround maple and 
core, all which are glued together with 
epoxy. (After some trial and error, the group 
now orders its wooden cores from custom 
woodworker, Tom Brogle Chicopee.) 
Following their less than successful vacu- 
uming attempts bind all, the three engi- 
neers worked with father create 
custom-designed I-beam press. Powered 
pneumatic compressor, the press delivers 
about pounds per square inch and helps 


bake each board about 200 degrees for 
roughly 40 minutes. The entire process takes 
about four six hours per board. 

“With our current process, we produce 
about 10 boards a week,” working evenings 
and weekends, says McCraw. (Each of the 
Bean boys all have full-time day jobs). 
“The basic flow is that we prepare materi- 
als during the week and then press boards 
on the weekends. Then, every few weeks, 
we take a weekend to finish the boards by 
trimming them to the right shape, drill- 
ing out the inserts [for bindings], and 
grinding and waxing the bases. 

“All all, will take three around 
three months of roughly 30-hour weeks to 
press and finish them all,” he says. 

The resulting boards now come two 
models, each available in three sizes: 
the Violator and the Commonwealth (as 
in Comm Ave). The former, a freestyle 
board, retails for $425. A true twin tip, 
provide flexibility the East Coast’s 
often cruddy snow conditions, it’s a 
“smooth-flexing all-mountain board,” 
says Patrick. The Commonwealth, at 
$450, is “snappier,” says Patrick, with a 
strip carbon fiber that runs from the 
front inserts under the foot and onto the 
tail. Designed for more advanced riders, 
Leary calls bullet down the hill with 
great handling and response.” 

Last year the team produced these 
snowboards for sale. This year, pro- 
duce 100 boards, updated with stainless-steel 
edging that’s designed not rust, left 
wet and icy after a hard day’s riding. They’re 
available through the Bean Snowboards Web 
site, beansnowboards.com; East Coast Skate 
and Snow, of Merrimack, New Hampshire; 
and Boston’s Wilderness House. 

“It’s real cool concept,” says Kevin 
Huffman, owner of East Coast Skate and 


Snow. While has known the Bean players 
long enough ridicule some their earlier 
attempts, the current line, he says, has 
reached true professional standard. The 
boards are “great for city 
riding,” he says. “They’re 
really good for the parks: 
nice and soft, and flexible. 
They’re really good for 
hopping on rails. Not good 
for big mountain stuff, 
but really good for hang- 
ing out on the mountain, 
which is what most East 
Coast riders prefer.” 

Plus, adds Tom 
Casserly, snowboard buyer 
for Wilderness House, 
the whole idea home- 
town brand has its own 
appeal. “Bean being locally 
designed and built 
Boston makes them stand 
out from the rest,” he says. 
“They pay great attention 
the details and make 
product that people want 
right here at home. 

“While everything 
going global and com- 
panies are being bought 
out larger and larger 
conglomerates,” he con- 
tinues, “Bean homegrown.” 

Though the engineers are the 
ones doing the construction, the fledgling 
company is, says Leary, “almost too collab- 
orative at times. 

“Each one of us has our specialty. 
However, every step and change direction, 
whether engineering, graphical, 
driven, gets the attention all. give 
our input each decision the business,

SNOWBOARDING? THINK AGAIN, BRAH.

So, heard that 

you want trade 

snowboard this year. 


I get it. You want to try it out. It looks 
cool, right? Maybe it'll be fun? Well, 
maybe, but there are a few things I'd like 
you to consider before you make that leap. 

You're not just trading two long skinny 
things for one short fat thing. It’s not 
that simple. You're joining a subculture. 
Snowboarding used cultivate that 
absurd “bad-boy” image in the "80s, the 
rough-and-tumble kids who reject the 
upper-middle-class conservatism skiers, 
all the while pretending they don’t take 
their parents’ money to spend on gear. 
That shameful, blatant disingenuousness 
has mercifully faded a bit, but it’s been 
replaced by something much more main- 
stream — and much more ominous. 

Snowboarding has been nibbling the 
edges of skiing for years, meeting little 
but idle grumbling along the way. (The 
Romans didn’t take the Germanic hoards 
seriously either, not until it was too late.) 
In the sos, there were no snowboarders. 
Now there are more than five million, 
and there isn’t year that passes where 
hear friend acquaintance say 
something like, “You know, maybe I'll try 
snowboarding this year.” 

This must stopped. 

Why does the conversion only go 
one way? Why aren't there snowboard- 
ers who are sitting around drinking 
Mountain Dew (or whatever) and saying 
to each other, “Maybe I'll give skiing a 
go,” or, “Hey brah, skiing could be, like, 
totally awesome.” Because we don’t want 
them, that’s why. And we don’t want 
them have you. before you jump off 
that cliff, please consider this brief list, 
some reasons not to trade in your skis for 
a snowboard. 


@ THE LINGO Why is it that when other- 
wise normal men and women strap a 
board their feet, they feel compelled 
talking like surfer? Has 
the culture not evolved past “gnarly”?

Surfers 
can paddle. Skateboarders can push.

You just sit there helplessly, 
limping around like Igor, languidly drag- 
ging your torqued and awkward legs. 

don’t know there’s anything 
pathetic watching snowboarders try 
traverse flat distances. Every time see 
them, want throw them table scraps. 
want give them hug and tell them 
they’re doing good job. want send 
one dollar day foundation that 
would buy them pencils and canned soup. 

I ruminate on this as I speed past 
them, and then bomb down the 
mountain few times.

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THE FEELIES PICK THEIR LEGACY

CRAZY RHYTHMS The newly dropped reissues the first two albums 
demonstrate the naturally lasting vitality their music. 


I tried hard to be born earlier, but it 
didn’t work. As a result, I’ve had to 

contend with an irritatingly positioned 
cultural blind spot (roughly 1976-1986) 
that currently occupies all that open space 
once filled with childhood memories. 
Everybody’s got one — mine just happens 
to be perfectly lined up with prime Feelies 
time. By the end of that ignorant/bliss- 
ful stretch, my Nintendo fever was just 
starting break, and taken first 
few steps down the long path alienation 
that would lead to boxes full of mixtapes 
crammed with random songs from ran- 
dom bands — none of which would (or 
could) have existed without the Feelies. 

So I was told, and so 1 believed, and 
eventually discovered for myself 
— but first and foremost: I was told. In 
fact, the Feelies may have been the first 
countercultural canonical fiat that I 
casually rejected. My infrequent forma- 
tive encounters with them were usually 
print: always tucked into the critical 
algebra of some review, always conjured 
in service of describing some other band, 
seldom actually heard. Apart from unan- 
nounced spots college playlists now 
and then, their songs (which languished 
out print for years, until this fall’s Bar/ 
None reissues of 1980's Crazy Rhythms and 
1986’s The Good Earth emerged) were simply 
not around. And since every band worth 
hearing at the time was said to have been 
created in the Feelies’ likeness, it hardly 
seemed to matter. Oh, the folly of youth! 

Despite decades of critical assurances 
from people like me, Feelies founding 
father Glenn Mercer doesn’t really see 
how his band dispatched indie rock’s le- 
gions many different directions. 
anything, tells over the phone, 
tends to hear the differences more than 
the similarities. “Of course,” he considers, 
seeing the songs very close range. 
They might too personal.” 

range has been especially 
close over the past few years, trickle 


licensing requests has steadily gathered 
into a full-on stream of interest (thanks 
to tastemakery names like Rick Moody 
and Noah Baumbach invoking the band’s 
lasting cool). The process of assembling 
the Bar/None reissues — which cover only 
those first two albums has taken sev- 
eral years. “We wanted to make sure we 
did it right,” Mercer says. 

But, as usual with the Feelies, pa- 
tience pays. The recordings are enlivened 
with a bit more snap and depth, their 
most influential facets newly gleaming: 
the criss-crossing stairways of guitar in 
“Tomorrow Today” presaging math-rock 
antics by more than a decade; the whole 
Tengo cradled the three min- 
utes of “Slow Down”; “Loveless Love” 
connecting R.E.M., the Pixies, and all 
variants thereof with a single scintillat- 
ing vector. Even the bonus tracks rule. A 
freshly recorded live version of “Slipping 
(Into Something)” darts from frenzied to 
frayed positively apeshit six min- 
utes. You can feel the love the room. 

Mercer credits the reissues with fan- 
ning enough flames set off the recent 
handful of Feelies reunion dates (which 
include this Sunday’s appearance at the 
Wilbur with Sonic Youth.) And with 
nary a note of coyness, and with song- 
writer Bill Million at long last on board, 
he freely admits the goal here is to make 
a new record. “We don’t want this to be 
all nostalgia.” 

Even if it were, these records demon- 
strate the lasting vitality of the Feelies’ 
music. There aren’t many residents in the 
indie-rock pantheon — and all of them 
rent. The Feelies are more like the land- 
lords, and the best kind: forgiving and 
happy have you, matter how late 
you are with what you owe them.

THREE MISSED AEROSMITH 
BREAK-UP OPPORTUNITIES

For few wonderful days, seemed 

that Aerosmith were finally kaput. 
After decades of age-inappropriate sex-guy 
posturing, it appeared Steven Tyler was fi- 
nally gonna do the right thing — he cut off 
contact with his bandmates, and Joe Perry 
announced that the group were looking for 
new singer. Unfortunately, Tyler yanked 
the rug out from under showing 
at a recent Perry solo show and announc- 
ing his intention stay the band. 

After a year of canceled tour dates and 
geriatric folly, this would have been a 
great albeit long overdue time call 
quits. Really, they’ve already missed 
some prime break-up opportunities: 


1979-1984 | Although they were still stars, 
the late ’7os saw Aerosmith on the decline. 
Their 1979 album, Night in the Ruts, repre- 
sented commercial dropoff. Tensions 
were high the subsequent tour, and 
Perry quit the band pursue solo career. 
Brad Whitford followed in 1981, leaving 
Tyler to record the unsuccessful Rock ina 
Hard Place with retooled line-up. With 
the band selling poorly and hemorrhaging 
core members, the early would have 
been ideal time close shop. 

It could have been such an elegant tra- 
jectory: success, decline, collapse. This 
would have left Aerosmith their most 
.perfectly preserved state — no need for la- 
borious two-hour Behind the Music accounts 
of comebacks and trials and triumphs, just 
a brief mention on a “where are they now” 
segment. (God, we’d say, look at how old 
they are!) We’d have remembered them like 
Boston or Blue Oyster Cult or any other ’7os 
rock juggernaut who made big and fell 
off: rarely, unless we were 
falling asleep one 
those late-night Time/ 

Life infomercials. 


1985 | Freshly re- 
united with Perry 
and Whitford, 
Aerosmith seemed 
ready for their 


“big resurgence. Unfortunately, their 


“Back in the Saddle” tour was plagued 
by rampant drug use, and their come- 
back album, Done with Mirrors, was a criti- 
cal and commercial disappointment. 
“Aerosmith may be back in the saddle,” 
quipped Rolling Stone, “but they picked 
the wrong horse.” 

This too would have been great 
time to break up. They’d have been 
cut off a few years before their most 
obnoxious period, before the endless 
interchangeable Alicia Silverstone 
ballads. Most important, one the 
greatest xsthetic travesties in our his- 
tory might have been averted: had they 
thwarted the fateful Run-DMC “Walk 
This Way” collab of 87, the hybridiza- 
tion rap and hard rock would never 
have occurred meaning Kid Rock, 
Limp Bizkit, Linkin Park. 


1997 | After a winning streak of hit al- 
bums, the boys hit another rough patch. 
The recording Nine Lives was tense or- 
deal that saw them fire their long-time 
manager, Tim Collins (who claimed 

that Tyler was back hard drugs), and 
re-record with new producer after 
label execs panned their first attempt. 
Tempers were so high that at one point, 
the Globe reported, the band got together 
without Tyler and drafted him a scath- 
ing memo condemning his “irrational 
behavior.” 

The album was critical flop, and 
with dopy singles like “Falling Love (Is 
Hard on the Knees)” and the insufferable 
“Pink,” the band looked and sounded in- 
excusably old. The tour, as you all know, 

was a disaster: Tyler injured a ligament 
after dropping a mic stand on his 
leg, and Joey Kramer suffered 
third-degree burns freak 
gas-station accident. The 
band canceled more than 
shows. 

Enfeebled and strug- 
gling, they could have 
grabbed one last 
chance bring all 
dignified halt. In- 
stead, they committed 
arguably their greatest 
musical felony the fol- 
lowing year with the 
Dianne Warren-penned 
“I Don’t Want To Miss 
Thing.” That bumped 
their crap bracket from 

annoying unforgiv- 
able course, the 
track, being a #1 hit, 
was less of a break-up 
opportunity and more 
call for honorable 
artistic seppuku.

SIMON RATTLE AND THE BPO, FABIO AND THE BSO, JOHN HARBISON AND EMMANUEL MUSIC

Everyone present the return 

Simon Rattle and the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic this past Sunday must feel 
enormous debt gratitude the Celebrity 
Series Boston. And though the program 
sound especially promising two 
Brahms symphonies (Nos. 3 and 4— don’t 
we get enough of them?) and a short, un- 
familiar Schoenberg piece (Accompaniment 
a Cinematographic Scene) — it was a thrilling 
event. The orchestra played with phenom- 
enal depths sound, layer upon layer 
extraordinary richness. Rattle’s approach 
Brahms was profoundly illuminating. 
And since Schoenberg loved Brahms (his 
elaborate orchestration of Brahms’s G-mi- 
nor Piano Quintet, which Rattle led New 
York, has often been called Brahms’s Fifth 
Symphony), placing between the Brahms 
symphonies this beautiful and tension- 
filled six-minute score for imaginary 
silent film (from 1930, at the height of 
German film Expressionism) was both pal- 
ate-cleansing and vivid reminder how 
music evolved from Brahms. 
James Levine and the BSO paired Schoen- 
berg with Beethoven a couple of years ago, 
and this year Emmanuel Music coupling 
Schoenberg and Haydn. Brahms provided 
another context for our understanding 
Schoenberg and Schoenberg for our un- 
derstanding Brahms. 

Here’s why I was so impressed with Rat- 
tle. Too much Brahms seems stodgy and 
“classical” — the lesser heir to Beethoven, 
without ferocious energy. 

Or else too soupily Romantic, vehicles for 
juicy tunes. Rattle played these contrast- 
ing symphonies drama, works deal- 

ing with nostalgia, the pull memory 
(perhaps illusory, invented memory), 
haunted even trapped the past. But 
also with the desire, sometimes desper- 
ate need, to go forward, to face a possibly 
terrifying and potentially tragic future 
with heroism. every phrase, could feel 
Rattle coming grips with this mixture 
of restraint (the holding back) and urgency 
(the push forward), resistance and deter- 
mination all making remarkable sense 
Brahms’s ambiguous key signatures, 
whether in the gentler Third in F major or 
the more driven E-minor Fourth. The mys- 
terious dance-like slow movement the 
Third, maybe favorite Brahms move- 
ment, brought the edge tears. 


Despite Beethoven’s name above 

the Symphony Hall proscenium, 
and the weeks the BSO has just devoted 
to Beethoven, we shouldn't overlook the 
orchestra’s historic commitment French 
music. Last week, Fabio-Luisi, young 
Italian conductor working mostly in Ger- 
many, led program more less French 
music: French-born Swiss composer Ar-

thur Honegger’s very Debussyan Pastorale 
(1920), Saint-Saéns’s Piano Concerto 
No. 2 (1868), and Stravinsky’s Petrouchka, 
which premiered Paris 1911 the Bal- 
lets Russes, with Nijinsky in the title role 
the benighted tragic-comic puppet. 

I was especially taken with the languor- 
ous, woodwindy Honegger, in its first BSO 
performance Symphony Hall since 1929, 
when Honegger himself conducted it. 
the BSO’s most recent (1998) performance 
the Saint-Saéns, which alternates al- 
most Wagnerian heft with charming tunes 
and scintillating ivory tickling, the great 
Slovenian virtuosa Dubravka set 
standard any pianist would have hard time 
meeting. Lise Salle, 21-year-old from 
France, is technically fluent, and she knows 
the difference between heft and charm. I 
wish she also had greater dynamic and tonal 
variety. Everything sounded little loud, 
little lacking even when she was 
aware contrasting elements. 

Petrouchka, presented here in its sleeker 
1947 revision, was mainly a delight. Luisi 
can handle Stravinsky’s trickiest rhythms 
and the orchestra was never less than 
brilliant. But had odd habit slow- 
ing down some the ballet’s vignettes, 
sentimentalizing Stravinsky’s sharper- 
edged comic vision and actually reducing 
rather than enhancing its poignance. The 
tinkly tune that darts through the busy 
Shrovetide Fair music (“She Had a Wooden 
Leg” tune Stravinsky appropriated af- 
ter hearing hurdy-gurdy) sounded 


about as saucy as “Moon River.” Vytas Bak- 
sys was the lively pianist, whom Stravin- 
sky gives lot more this version. 


To commemorate the second anniver- 

sary the death its founder and 
guiding spirit, Craig Smith, Emmanuel 
Music completed this fall’s series Haydn/ 
Schoenberg concerts with one the most 
joyous compositions all music, Haydn’s 
Die Schopfung, The Creation, led acting 
artistic director and celebrated composer 
John Harbison, the guiding spirit this 
series. Harbison’s buoyant tempos kept 
the orchestra and singers responsive ev- 
ery turn in the music: Haydn’s wonderful 
evocations creatures the air, sea, and 
earth; the love between Adam and Eve; and 
the very act creation with which 
oratorio begins, emerging from chaos 
(Haydn’s uncanny harmonies) into a new 
world sweetness and radiant light. 

Harbison did bit creating himself. 

began the concert with most unusual 
piece, probably the East Coast premiere 
Genesis Prelude, something 
composed during his residence Hol- 
lywood for a 1945 project called Genesis Suite, 
which number émigré composers 
contributed section each. (Schoenberg’s 
came first, Stravinsky’s last.) It, too, isa 
depiction the universe emerging from 
chaos, in the form of a powerful 12-tone 
double fugue; ends wordless chorus 
that’s both pure Schoenberg and pure Hol- 
Harbison segued the Schoenberg

into the Haydn, suggesting an across-the- 
centuries continuity the creative spirit. 
Some members of the audience may have 
been — and not inappropriately — baffled, 
but it was a wonderful gesture. 

Both pieces had cherishable qualities: 
warmth, engagement, charm, passion, life. 
They breathed. They soared. The playing 
was consistently eloquent and characterful, 
from concertmaster Rose Mary Harbison's 
chilling filament Schoenbergian DNA 
for solo violin to the enchanting warbling 
flutist Jacqueline DeVoe’s Haydn birds 
Michael Beattie’s scampering piano accom- 
paniment of the Haydn recitatives. 

The vocal soloists in the Haydn also rose 
to the occasion. The creation of the uni- 
verse is narrated by three angels. Raphael 
was baritone David Kravitz, who starts by 
announcing, “In the beginning,” and also 
has the celebrated recitative describing the 
“numberless creatures” issuing from Earth’s 
womb: tawny lion, leaping tiger, grazing 
herds pastoral cattle, right down the 
sinuously creeping worm (each creature 
imitated in the orchestra). In sumptuously 
flexible voice, singing a role usually reserved 
for the deepest basses, Kravitz captured both 
the stentorian grandeur declamation and 
Haydn's tender, wide-eyed, yet also know- 
ing snapshots the animal kingdom. 

Tenor Matthew Anderson was an in- 
spired Uriel, his firm, appealing voice flood- 
ing cavernous Emmanuel Church. His great 
aria about the creation man, “Mit Wiird’ 
und Hoheit angetan” (“In native worth with 
honor clad”), was one of the keystones of 
this performance. Soprano Kendra Colton 
was gutsy Gabriel, and like her colleagues 
she also ranged from the heroic the lyri- 
cal. Her aria about Edenic eagles, merry 
larks, and nightingales before they became 
creatures of melancholy was exquisite. The 
angels’ voices blended beautifully in Haydn’s 
magical trios, with the magnificent Em- 
manuel Chorus often chiming in. 

The third and final part The Creation 
essentially long love duet between 
prelapsarian Eve and Adam. Kristin Wat- 
son and Marc McSweeney were the loving 
couple little stolid, she little flirta- 
tious. And here, least, there’s happy 
ending. Amen!
